1 . Claims 1-14 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nehen et al. for the reasons of record 

Claims 1-14 are again rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness - type-doubling patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. P. 
5,635,21 1 for the reasons of record. 

The jn re Antonie result-effective variable concept is an exception to the rule 
established in jn re Aller, not a prerequisite to its application. When applicant 
establishes that a parameter is result-effective, the prima facie care of obviousness 
established under In re Aller is rebutted. In the present case, there have been no 
showings by applicants that the isocyanurate content and the weight % of the walls 
based on the total weight of the microcapsules are result-effective.
